WASHINGTON, June 9.—(P)— 
A senate-house conference com- 
mittee approved today a measure 
providing for fining and impris- 
oning anyone who instigates, aids 
or conspires to bring about a 
strike a war plant or mine 
taken over by the government 

The bill, which was passed in| 
Varying versions by the senate 
end house, and aimed at prevent- 
ing a recurrence of the coal strike, 
now goes back to the house’ for 
consideration of conference 
changes which tightened some of 
its provisions. Leaders said it 
might be taken up there next 
week. 

As finally approved by the con- 
ferees, the measure contained 
these major provisions: 

Authorization fer the President | 
to take over war Plants and mines 
where production is interrupted 
and prohibiting strikes and slow- 
downs in such plants. 

Establishment of the War La- 
bor Board as a statutory body 
with power to settle disputes in 
War industries, to enforce the con- 
tinuance of prevailing labor con- 
ditions while it is deliberating 
and to subpoena witnesses. 

Provision for fine and imprison- 
ment of any person who instigates, 
aids or conspires to bring about 
@ strike in a seized plant or mine 
ut excepting from such punish- 
ment employes who merely quit 
work. 

Requirement for notice to the 
secretary of labor, War Labor 
Board and National Labor Rela- 
tions Board of a labor dispute | 
likely to cause a strike in a pri- | 
vately-operated war plant or mine, | 
with a provision that no strike) 
could be called until after ap- 
proval by a majority of workers | 
on a secret ballot.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN NORTH AFRICA, June 
9—(AP)—The Allies demanded Pantelleria’s unconditional 
surrender yesterday, and when no reply was received Ameri- 
can Flying Fortresses and British warships rocked the tiny 


Italian sea outpost with another pre-invasion bombardment. 
> 


“The demand for surrender was‘ 
made to save the garrison and in- 
habitants unnecessary suffering,” 
said a special Allied bulletin 
which made it clear that Pantel- 
leria “will continue to be sub- 
jected to bombing, bombardment, 
and blockade” wntil it collapses. 


Allied planes dropped the Casa- 
blanca note of “unconditional sur- 
render” over the badly battered 
island which is a stepping stone 
to Sicily and the Italian main- 
land. 

When this was ignored, the 
American air forces raced in to 
hand the 32-square-mile island 
another jolt of explosives that left 
the Italian defenses sheathed in 
smoke. 


(London military observers 
suggested that a land invasion 
of Pantelleria was imminent 
if not already underway, as a 
natural sequel to the ignored 
surrender ultimatum.

Surface Vessels Attack. 

After the Flying Fortress at- 
tack a wig force of British cruis- 
ers and destroyers raced in close 
to shore and began pumping hun- 
dreds of shells into the isolated 
volcanic isle. 

It was the sixth bomhbardment 
there by British,warships in 10 
days. 

“The results were satisfactory,” 
said an Allied communique.

Give It a Trial 

President Roosevelt said this week he will 
sign the pay-as-you-go income tax bill. Thus 
75 per cent of the Rum! plan will become the 
law of the land. We must consider the re- 
maining 25 per cent as the tribute paid by 
a simple, workable, intelligent:idea to the 
congressional compulsion to play politics. 


At the same time, however, the President 
told a press conference he would probably ask 
congress for more taxes in the near future. The 
compromise pay-as-you-go measure will be 
insufficient, he said, to “close an inflationary 
gap in the economic system.” He also men- 
tioned possibility of compulsory savings. 


On July 1, under the new bill, income tax 
deductions will commence. They will be with- 
held by the employer from every pay envelope, 
every salary check. It will do away with the 
necessity for quarterly payments of the tax. The 
June 15 payment, now near, will be the last 
for most taxpayers. In future their taxes will 
be taken before they receive their income. 

One result of this, of course, will be that 
there will be no more delinquents among wage 
or salary earners. No one will find it possible 
to avoid the federal income tax, 

It is certain that, among the lower income 
groups especially, those who, prior to the war, 
when exemptions were drastically lowered, did 
not have to make tax returns, there have 
been many delinquents. Those will now all 
have to pay. 

It would seem advisable, even during war- 
time, to wait before seeking additional taxes 
until the Treasury can make proper report, 
at least reliable estimate, on the increase in 
revenue this elimination of delinquents will 
effect. It is quite possible that this one Source, 
added to the natural increase resultant upon 
a higher national income, will provide the 
added $16,000,000,000 in revenue the govern- 
ment sees as necessary for war purposes. 

Furthermore there is strong likelihood that, 
when tax deductions begin, organized labor 
groups will seek pay increases to offset the tax. 
If such increases are permitted, it will simply 
mean a further widening of the “inflationary 
gap.” 

If, as the President intimates, this gap is 
already dangerous, and if it is made more 
dangerous by general wage increases, it would 
be far better for congress to raise the neces: 
sary revenue by compulsory saving, rather than 
by tax increase. The taxpayers are already 
carrying a tremendous burden. If that burden 
is to be increased, compulsory savings would, 
at least, enforce thrift and provide an accumu- 
lation of funds for the postwar days when the 
greatest need to avert industria] depression 
will be a strong buying power among the gen- 
eral public.

This is an organization which should have 
the full support of every citizen. It may never 
be needed, but if it should be, we would be at 
the mercy of the merciless, marauders and crim- 
inals. As Lieutenant Eldon Sayer says when the 
need of the guard arrives it will be ton late to 
train and learn what to do. There is necessary 
training, drilling, marksmanship practices, and 
other details of preparation which fit a person 
for service should the need arise. Then, too, the 
practice the younger men get will aid them when 
entering the armed services of the country. 

A few of our citizens have stuck to the work, 
but they feel they owe no more than other citi- 
zens, and earnestly urge that as a patriotic duty, 
as a preparation for community protection, the 
roll of members be at once enlarged. It is a com- 
mendable work, these few are doing, and a grate- 
ful community should show its appreciation.

WASHINGTON PARADE 


! By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
DISCOURAGED G. O. P, WASHINGTON, June 9.—The re- 


cent Fortune magazine poll, which 
showed President Roosevelt a sure winner if he seeks a fourth term 
next year, may have an influence on the political ambitions of 
Wendell L. Willkie. 

Since the figures in the poll were published there has been a 
noticeable let-down in Republican enthusiasm 
over the presidential outlook in 1944. Private- 
ly, many of the best-informed leaders in the 
party are beginning to admit that the prospects 
for defeating Mr. Roosevelt next year appear 
to be hopeless. 


Because of its unbroken record of accuracy 
in measuring public sentiment, the magazine’s 
figures tended to’ remove any lingering illu- 
sion of a G. O. P. victory. No attempt has 
been made to laugh the poll off, for the reason 
that Fortune has never been wrong in the 
past, whereas many or most of the other na- 
tional poll-takers have gone haywire at times. 

Whatever Republican optimism was read 

into the congressional elections of last fall, 
which saw the Democrats all but lose control of the lower house, 
it evidently had no bearing on Mr. Roosevelt's standing with the 
country. Accepting the Fortune figures at their face value, 64 
per cent plus of the voters are still prepared to go along with him 
for a fourth term, if the war is still with us. 

Since there is little present prospect that the bloody business 
will be ended by the time of the 1944 elections, no logical assump- 
tion can be made other than that Mr. Roosevelt will be a candidate 
to succeed himself and will be easily re-elected. 


EFFECT ON WILLKIE All of this is beginning to have a 

bearing on Mr. Willkie’s political 
fortunes in a peculiar way. Up until a short while back, Old Guard 
elements in control of the Republican party were more determined 
than ever to prevent him from getting the presidential nomination 
again next year. They would have none of him. If the political 
star of Governor Bricker, of Ohio, threatened to wane, they were 
prepared to draft Governor Dewey, of New York. And if Dewey 
refused the honor, they looked to General MacArthur. 

Anybody to beat Willkie was the motto. So long as the Old 
Guard maintained this attitude, Mr, Willkie seemed to be fighting 
against hopeless odds. 

Now an interesting transition seems to be in the making since 
the Fortune figures were revealed. The feeling against Mr. Willkie 
stems to have relaxed. It isn’t that the Republican leaders have 
found any cause to hate him less. Their appraisal of him prob- 
ably hasn't changed a bit. But they are beginning to see in the 
situation a means of getting rid of Mr. Willkie once and for all. 
EMPTY HONOR If later events tend to confirm the Fortune 

estimate of the current presidential outlook, 
there will be an even greater dearth of worth-while Republican 
candidates for the nomination. No one will be particularly ex- 
cited over the prize because of the prospects that it will be an 
empty honor. We may have a situation comparable to 1936, when 
Mr. Roosevelt’s foregone re-election opened the way for the Re- 
publican nomination to go to a weak candidate, Governor Alf 
Landon, of Kansas. 

Poor old Alf was offered up as a willing sacrifice. No one ex- 
erted himself very much to defeat him, for the reason that prac- 
tically everyone realized the nomination wasn’t worth ‘anything. 
Subsequent events confirmed this analysis in the fact that Landon 
carried only two states. 

Republican leaders are coming to view the 1944 prospects in 
much the same light as they did 193 That being true, the 
Willkie pill will be much easier for tffegf to take. They are be- 
ginning to see in the situation an oppoNtunity to kill Willkie off by 
giving him the nomination by default and allowing him to go on 


to a second slaughter. 
WELCOME SECOND DEFEAT The reasoning back of it all 
is that a second defeat will 
remove Willkie definitely as an influence in the party. Having 
taken him over from the Democrats the last time, the staiwarts 
have been worrying ever since how they could get rid of him. 
Few believe that he could survive a second defeat with any degree 
of prestige left. 

Judging by the initial reaction to the Fortune poll, therefore, 
we may expect to see a further softening in the attitude toward 
Willkie in the coming months. The more futile Old Guard ele- 
ments come to regard the 1944 outlook, the more complacent they 
will grow about the candidacy of the party’s past nominee. 


DRAFT BY F. D. R.? It is not to be written off as a_ possi- 
bility that the field will be left almost 
entirely clear to him by the time the nominating convention rolls 
around a year hence. If Mr. Roosevelt's re-election looms as a 
certainty by then, none of the other would-be candidates could be 
expected to raise any serious opposition to his name. 
The circumstances appear to point more and more to a Willkie- 
headed Republican ticket next year—-unless it should happen that 
Mr. Roosevelt drafts him to go on the Democratic ticket with him.

THE WORLD TODAY

ARGENTINE MAY SET PATTERN WASHINGTON, June 
9.—There are three 


particulars in which the swift revolution in Argentina may have 
set the pattern for uprisings among Hitler’s European satellites. 

First, Ramon S. Castillo’s supreme fault in the eyes of his 
countrymen was that he put his money on the wrong war horse. 

Second, the pressures that produced the upset were much more 
economic than political. | 

Third, the military hierarchy, probably more pro-German in its 
prewar background than any other element of the population, 
engineered the coup. 

For 15 years Argentina had been ruled by a government essen- 
tially Fascist. That long ago a combination of wealthy landowners 
and the military decided that the nation’s ills were due to too 
much democracy. ‘The mass of voters, comprised+ principally of 
industrial workers in Buenos Aires and other cities, had grown 
increasingly restive. Communism was in the air. Also Argentina, 
ahead of the world at large, had experienced a severe business 


slump. ! 
Under these circumstances an aristocratic junta took over. It 
strong-armed a presidential election and set up an executive dice 
tatorship which held sway until the other day. 
The legislative majority remained democratic but it has had 
little or nothing to do with running the country. 
Argentina’s ties always have 


CLOSE TIES WITH EUROPE 
been more European than 


American. Germans, British and Italians bulk large among its 
ruling classes and much of the capital with which it has been built 
up was drawn from these countries. Before the present war the 
British more than held their own in these categories, but following 
the collapse of France and Italy’s enlistment in the war on the side 
of the Axis, the Argentine rulers apparently decided that the 
British goose was cooked. 

Argentina traditionally has been jealous of United States in- 
fluence in the Western Hemisphere. Essentially agricultural, it 
has found little market for its products in this country. Also, it 
has been rather contemptuous of its South American neighbors and 
has dreamed of becoming as dominant in the South American 
continent as the United States is in North America. 

Under all these circumstances and with the Axis apparentiy 
mopping up the whole European continent at will, it is perhaps not 
surrising that the Argentina ruling clique in the earlier years of 
the war became more and more enamored with the benefits which 
a victory for its ideological brothers in Germany, Italy and Spain 
held out for it. 
CONDITIONS HAVE CHANGED In the last 12 months, 

however, conditions have 
signally changed. The United States entered the war, and Ger- 
many was stopped in Russia. Since Japan was cut off, Argentina 
has had no trade outlets except with the Allied nations, and the 
latter, because of the pro-Axis slant of her government, has bought 
nothing from Argentina that they could find elsewhere. 

More than that, the United States has been shoveling out largess 
to all the other nations of Central and South America. Brazil, 
Argentina’s most formidable neighbor, has been growing in both 
economic and military strength by leaps and bounds. Argentina 
lacks the raw materials to manufacture military equipment for 
itself, and her Furopean sources of supply have been entirely cut 
off. An Argentinan military mission which came to the United 
States recently in quest of arms went home empty-handed. 

Two incidents contributed most of all, perhaps, to Argentina’s 
change of heart. The first of these was the complete ousting of 
the Axis from the African continent, with its obvious effect of 
bottling up Spain, the one pro-Axis European nation not directly 
involved in the war. The second was the food conference at Hot 
Springs, in which all American nations, excepting Argentina, were 
represented. Next to the United States, Argentina produces more. 
food than any other nation in the Western Hemisphere. By the 
Hot Springs exclusion it was confronted with the possibility of 
being discriminated against in arrangements for food distribution 
after as well as during the war. 


TIME TO CHANGE SIDES Wherefore, the Argentine land- 
owners and businessmen de- 
cided that the time had come when it was imperative to change 
sides. And the military officers, drawn chiefly from the nation’s 
wealthy families, supplied the power to carry this motion into effect. 
The point that diplomatic observers here are emphasizing is 
that the same pressures which produced this development exist 
in all other Axis satellite countries. Also, they say, all are alike 
in that the one element that can stage effective revolution under 
the nondemocratic conditions existing in them is the military. The 
question is solely as to how soon the military leaders will be per- 
suaded, as in Argentina, that the Axis game is up.

“This Nation Can Never Be De- 


feated Except From Within’ 
By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


Walk into a gigantic war plant, whose product is absolutely 
necessary to our safety, and you find thousands of men loafing and 
others working at a leisurely pace designed to kill time. 

In the foreground, one man is working on a simple device con- 
sisting of an oak frame, a piece of bent pipe and a length of insu- 
lated copper wire. Nine men stand and watch. 

This is required, for a man in one union must handle the wood; 
another from a second union must thread and bend the pipe; another 
of a third union must do a bit of welding; another of a fourth union 
must insert the wire; another of a fifth union must clean the floor. 
And each man has a helper to stand and watch him. They take all 
day to do a job that one country mechanic could do in two hours. 

You ask one of the idle men for an explanation, and he says: 
“Don’t blame me. I’ve got a boy over there. I'd like to do more 
work, but anybody who speeds up is fined. If that doesn’t slow 
him down, he is kicked out. You obey the rules or you don’t keep 
your job.” 

You go to the manager of the plant. “Don’t blame me,” he says. 
“I've got two sons in Africa. I could double production if they'd 
turn me loose, but I have to follow the rules. The WLB made 
me sign with the unions, and they make me fire men who won't 
join them. I’ve got to play ball their way, or they walk out and 
stop all production.” 

You go to a union official. “Of course it’s true,” says he. 
“There’s no secret about it. But let me tell you something. I've 
seen men on this job working 10 hours a day for starvation wages. 
When there was a rush job, they worked overtime without extra 
pay: and then when work was slack, they were laid off to starve 
or live on credit. They were helpless, and they had no rights. We 
have worked all our lives to get a square deal and win the rights 
we have now, and we can’t give them up on account of the war. 
If we did, we’d never in this world get them back.” 

So there you are. The union rules were made when jobs were 
scarce, and their purpose was to provide work for more men. The 
workers are desperately afraid of losing all they have gained. 
“If we give an inch,” they say, “we'll be right back where we 
started. This war will end, but we've got to keep on living.” 

So we have a labor shortage while thousands deliberately kill 
time; production in war plants is deliberately held down while 
fighters plead for more equipment; workers loaf to preserve their 
rights while their sons and brothers fight and die to preserve the 
rights of all free men.

MY DA Worker Speaks 


By Eleanor Roosevelt. 


WASHINGTON, Tuesday.—Yesterday I spoke in my column of 
controlling the world around us, but, of course, this is only a 
temporary control. The war we are now engaged in must be won, 

rs but then we must begin the struggie for con- 
trol of the world of the future—the control of 
the people of the world, of a world which be- 
longs to them all. 

Sometimes this is rather terrifying to think 
about, because the task seems so gigantic. It 
means that so many people have to be edu- 
cated to struggle for similar objectives and, 
unless we succeed in this education, our hopes 
for peace are built on very uncertain founda- 
tions. 

People must learn that force is a very de- 
structive method of control. That reason and 

EOS 3 co-operation are the only methods by which 
we can : build a world constructively. 

A newspaper recently asked some questions on the postwar 
world. It found that one of the things least understood and ac- 
cepted was need for economic co-operation, and yet this is one of 
the basic considerations if we are to live together in peace. A 
visitor from Chile, a social worker who has been studying here for 
some months, said to me yesterday: 

“I always find in your country an assumption that you have 
things to give us and that you are going very consciously about the 
business of being a good neighbor and intend to share with us some 
of your culture and technical knowledge. But I never find any 
conception of the fact that we might have something to give you 
in return.” 

I feel very sure that our relations with all the countries of the 
world will have to be undertaken on the basis that we will give 
and take, and we have to be humble enough to realize that there 
are things we can learn from almost every group of people in the 
world. 

We received the delegates to the Food Conference on the lawn 
yesterday afternoon after the President had talked to them in the 
east room. It was very inspiring that they held such a harmonious 
conference. I was disappointed that there were not more women 
taking part, because I think women have such a vital interest in 
the canvassing of these subjects which are preliminaries to peace 
and which touch the home, where every woman’s interest centers. 

In the evening I spoke at the meeting of the war activities 
Jabor management committee of the Office of Price Administration 
during their “Tribute to the United Nations Week.” ‘Today I go 
with great anticipation to the Women’s National Democratic Club,

BOSTON, June 9.—?)— 
Henry L. Hansen, 22-year-old 
former farm twirler for the 
Brooklyn Dodgers, helped do 
the “pitching” when the Coast 
guard cutter Spencer sent a 
Nazi submarine to the bottom 
of the North Atlantic. 

Hansen disclosed in an inter- 
view today that he was the 
pointer of one of the Spencer's 
gun crews which got six hits in | 
11 shots at the U-boat. 

And Hansen was the only | 
member of the crew that made 
an “assist.” He went overside, 
down a length of rope, to help 
some of the 40 Nazis who were 
shot out of their submersible to 
reach safety. 

A native of Brooklyn, Hansen 
was with the Reading, Pa., and 
the Valdosta team in Georgia 
before he entered the service 
two years ago.

Many Changes. 

There have been a great many 
changes made in the South Pa- 
cific area, Bulloch continued.

Now, however, there are 
not as many American casualties 
because the enemy pilots don’t 
have the experience or skil] they 
used to have.” 

“Another reason for our recent 
successes in that area is the great 
amount of equipment that is ar- 
riving from the home front. In the 
beginning, we used one or two 
|Ships without fighter protection 
on missions. ‘Before I left, great 
numbers of American bombers 
covered the territory with ade 
quate protection.” 

Troops Live Better. 

Living facilities also have been 
vastly, improved in the Australian 
'bush and in New Guinea, where 
American troops have built run- 
ways, barracks and even showers. 

“The boys over there today find 
it pretty easy compared to the dirt 
and grime of a year ago,” Sergeant 
Bulloch said. 

Although the Atlantan’s bomb- 
er was not officially credited with 
a Zero, the crew watched the Jap 
plane burn as it went soaring 
earthward. Clouds intervened, 
though, and the smash-up was 
never seen. 

“That was about the queerest 
experience I -ever had,” Bulloch 
added. “The Jap dived down on 
our tail and our pilot banked the 
ship just in time. The Jap passed 
so close to us on his way down- 
ward, that I could see his facia! 
expression. He gave me a sort of 
salute of defeat, but I wasn't tak- 
Ing anv chances. I kept throwing 
the lead at him.” 

Medium Bomber Fast. 

The medium bomber, which is a 
second home to the sergeant, is 
his pride and jov.

I believe that if the ladies 
were forced to do at least a part 
of their household work it would 
improve their own health and en- 
hance the beauty of the landscape 
in every community which is now 
so often marred by what appear to 
be barrels rolling down the boule- 
vards but on closer inspection turn 
out to be those vast beams that 
many of our ladies are developing 
as a result of inertia around the 
house.

though I do recollect seeing one 
in 1923 grappling with a vacuum 
cleaner on her maid’s day off.

“New York, Jan, 1.—Religious,

“Rome, Jan. 4.—The American 
ambassador, Lloyd C. Griscom, 
has appointed a ‘committee of 
Americans to which will be en- 
trusted the work of utilizing the 
money from America.” 


“Washington, Jan. 5.—Instead of 
taking a vacation tomorrow as had 
been originally planned, President 
Roosevelt (Teddy, not F. D.,) will 
remain at his office to consider 
how best the nation may show its 
sympathy with the Italian peo- 
ple.” 

U. §. Ahead in Relief. 


“Rome, Jan. 5.—The United 
States is far ahead of other nations 
in the relief work. We have 
chartered an Austrian Lloyd 
steamer (this is a statement from 
Griscom) for two weeks, and it is 
being loaded with medical supplies 
and provisions. The Scorpion, a 
converted yacht that is the near- 
est American ship to the disaster 
area, is to arrive Monday.”
